COLD DISCOVERY

Om 
Fairview, Near 
Barnesville, 
Causes Great Excitement 
In the Village. 
Barnesville, O.. Oct. 15.—The little 
village of Fairview, on the National 
pike. six miles east of .Barnesville, is 
excited over a find of gold ore on the 
farm of Jesse Collins, a well known 
farmer and a gold prospector of 1849. 
Mr. Collins has a machine for drill­ 
ing wells, and has been prospecting for 
oil on his farm, and lately at a depth 
of about 200 feet, struck this ore. Mov­ 
ing had experience he knew It, and se­ 
curing a quantity had it assayed, find­ 
ing that it was valued at $16 a ton. 
The news of the gold being found In 
that vicinity caused much excitement, 
and It Is now the sole topic of conver­ 
sation among the people and many of 
the fanners will prospect.

San Francisco, Oct. 5.—The house 
of deputies of the Episcopal church of 
America, sitting as a committee of the 
whole, adopted the proposed canon 
prohibiting the j^gnarriaage of di­ 
vorced poisons for causes tie* arising 
previous to their former marriage. 
'I he canon was adopted as it cann.* 
from the house of bishops. 
The vote 
stood 182 for, and 158 against 
The amendment of Dr. Huntington 
of New York, making an exception in 
the ease of the innocent party of a 
divorce granted 
on 
the ground of 
adultry, was rejected by a vote of 15s 
to 173. 
The result of the vote in the com­ 
mittee of the whole was reported to 
the house of deputies, which will vote 
on the matter. 
House May Not Sustain It. 
The result, however, may not he the 
same, for in that house the vote of 
thirty delegations is required to carry 
a measure, the divided delegations 
virtually counting among the nays. Nj 
time was set for a final vote by th** 
house, but it presumably will bo taken 
to-day. 
Previous to this action In commit­ 
tee of the whole tho house of deputies 
adopted the resolutions presented by 
Dr. McKirn of Washington, providing 
for a standing joint commission of 
both houses to consider the relations 
of labor and capital. 
It is to consist 
of three bishops, three presbyters, and 
three laymen, and shall report its pro­ 
ceedings to each general convention. 
Part of the work of the house of 
deputies was put in behind closed 
doors and was devoted entirely to con­ 
sideration and voting on the five nom­ 
inations 
for 
missionary 
bishops 
handed down from the house of bis­ 
hops. .

Among these dispatches was that sent 
by Commodore Schley May 28, ex­ 
pressing regret at not being able to 
obey the orders of the department and 
explaining the reason why he could 
not do so.

amendment should be carefully worded. 


Congressman Tawney of Minnesota - 
I favor the enactm ent of a federal law 
for tile exterm ination of all existing j 
societies of anarchists and prohibiting 1 
the organization of such societies In j 
ti ny form or under any name in the fu ­ 
ture. 


Congressman Sibley of Pennsylvania j 
- I certainly favor legislation forbid- j 
ding tile cut rn nee of anarchists to our I 
country ami. further, shall favor legis­ 
lation deporting such as are aliens end 
tho punishm ent as traitors -of those 
who plot for the overthrow of our gov­ 
ernment.
